The  Infant  Mortality  figure  for  1946  is  37  per  1,000  live  births. 
This  is  a decrease  of  i per  1,000  on  the  figure  for  1945,  and  is  six  per 
1,000  less  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
371.  Of  these,  185  were  males  and  186  females.  The  birth  rate  per 
t,ooo  of  the  population  is  18.4  and  is  an  increase  of  3.5  on  the  previous 
year,  and  4.6  on  the  average  rate  for  the  last  five  years. 

Still  Births. — The  high  number  of  still  births  clearly  indicates 
the  constant  need  for  Ante-Natal  care.  In  a very  few  cases  there  appears 
to  be  a cause  for  this,  but  investigation  and  research  are  still  necessary 
in  order  to  avoid  recurrences  of  this  high  figure. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  293  of  which  144 
were  males  and  149  females.  The  death  rate  is  14.5  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  representing  a decrease  of  0.2  on  the  previous  year. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  AND  DEATH

(ii)  (b)  AMBULANCE  FACIIJTIES. 

The  Ambulance  facilities  provided  are  adequate  for  the 
need  of  the  district. 

The  Colne  Corporation  give  financial  support  to  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Association,  whereby  a full-time  service  is 
made  available  to  the  Public  for  Medical  and  accident  cases. 

During  the  year  558  calls  were  received,  involving  a mile- 
age of  6,792  miles.  Thirty-two  of  these  were  accident  cases, 
the  rest  being  Medical  or  Surgical. 

For  the  removal  of  infectious  cases  the  Burnley  and 
District  Joint  Hospital  Board  supply  the  necessary  services 
for  Colne.

Illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  as  well  as  un- 
married mothers,  are  provided  for,  through  the  auspices  of  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  and  the  House  of  Flelp,  Burnley. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 
MENTAL  DhIFECTIVES. 

There  is  serious  lack  of  provision  for  Mental  Deficiencv. 
Since  the  closure  of  the  Stanley  Street  Mental  Welfare  School 
in  Ccdne,  Colne  cases  just  simply  run  the  streets. 

2.  (i)  MATERNm''  SERVICES. 

ThIE  COLNE  MATERNAL  CARE  SCHEME. 

The  Scheme  herewith  described  has  been  adhered  to  in  all 
its  details. 

The  Scheme  co-ordinates  all  agencies  working  in  Colne 
for  the  care  of  mothers,  makes  it  possible  for  all  Colne 
mothers  to  obtain  adequate  medical  and  nursing  sup-ervision 
before,  during  and  after  childbirth. 

It  has  for  its  object  the  reduction  of  ill-health,  and  the 
prevention  of  loss  of  life  following  upon  childbirth. 

The  general  Practitioners  of  Colne  undertake  the  super- 
vision of  their  own  patients,  and  have  the  services  of  a Con- 
sultant Obstetric  Specialist  and  a Dental  Surgeon,  the  whole 
scheme  being  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Plealth.  y\nte-natal  and  post-natal  Clinics  arc  conducted  at 
the  Ante-natal  Department  of  the  Christiana  Hartley  Mater- 
nity Home  in  Barrowford  Road,  by  the  Medical  Practitioners, 
Municipal  Mid  wives,  and  the  Matron  of  the  Home. 

The  advantages  of  the  Scheme  are  available  for  patients, 
whether  or  not  they  are  to  be  confined  at  the  Maternity 
Home,  and  whether  or  not  they  have  engtaged  a doctor  for 
the  confinement. 
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The  Scheme  has  been  extended  by  the  provision  of  an 
Emergency  Unit.  This  was  thought  to  be  necessary  in  order 
to  deal  with  emergency  arising  in  a patient’s  home. 

To  complete  the  Unit  a panel  of  blood  donors  has  been 
formed  and  also  a small  panel  of  Rh  Negative  donors. 


ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-N.\TAL  CARE. 

Ante-natal  Care  and  Post-natal  Care  form  an  imj>u-tant 
part  of  the  Scheme,  and  this  is  undertaken  by  the  patient’s 
own  doctor,  at  no  charge  to  the  ])atient.  The  Health  \'isit(^rs 
attend  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  and  co-ordinate 
the  work  of  the  Maternity  Home  and  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre.  They  make  frequent  home  visits  to  keej)  in 
touch  with  as  many  expectant  mothers  as  possible. 

A great  deal  of  unnecessary  discomfort  and  ill-health  is 
borne  by  sensitive  women  who  have  a mistaken  belief  that 
such  suffering  is  an  inevitable  accompaniment  of  childbirth. 

There  is  now  no  reason  why  such  suffering  should  con- 
tinue, because  opportunity  is  given  for  free  private  consulta- 
tions with  the  physicians  of  the  Scheme,  at  the  Clinic,  for  all 
mothers.  The  best  time  for  this  is  about  six  weeks  after 
childbirth. 


ANTE-NATAL  CLTNTC,  1946. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty-nine  patients  attended  the  .Ante- 
natal Clinic  attached  to  the  Maternity  Home  and  made  2,964 
attendances  during  1946. 

Four  hundred  and  five  patients  were  examined  bv  their 
own  doctors  under  the  Maternal  Care  Scheme. 

One  hundred  and  five  patients  were  examined  Post-natallv 
by  doctors. 

I again  repeat  the  need  for  emphasis  on  the  value  of 
Post-natal  examinations.  At  the  present  time  too  great  a 
difference  exists  between  the  number  of  Ante-natal  examina- 
tions and  Post-natal  examinations. 


Of  the  672  notified  births,  281  were  delivered  in  the 
Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home,  and  225  in  the  Langroyd 
Hall  Maternity  Home.  98.68%  of  Colne  mothers  attended 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

Patients  admitted  to  Langroyd  Hall,  receive  Ante-Natal 
care  under  the  West  Riding  scheme. 

ANCILLARY  SERVICES. 

Special  services  have  been  made  available  such  as  those 
of  a Consultant,  a Dentist,  a Midwife  to  act  as  a Maternity 
Nurse,  X-Ray  examinations,  Laboratory  and  Ambulance.  In 
necessitous  cases,  milk,  etc.,  may  be  granted. 

(ii)  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS 

OR  CHILDREN. 

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME, 

RARROWFORD  ROAD. 

The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  and  Ante-natal 
Clinic  in  Rarrowford  Road,  now  serves  the  Rorough  of  Colne 
and  the  neighbouring  districts  of  the  County  of  Lancaster. 

The  accommodation  available  consists  of  fourteen  mat- 
ernity beds  and  two  isolation  beds.  The  Maternity  block 
contains  two  labour  wards,  sterilisation  room,  nursery,  and 
duty  room.  There  is  also  an  Ante-natal  Clinic,  Observation 
Rlock,  Kitchen  and  Laundry. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Home  has  been  very  fully 
occupied.  It  appears,  from  the  number  of  applicants  refused 
admission,  to  fall  short  of  the  actual  need.  The  Home  was 
closed  from  7/2/47  to  18/2/47. 

Experience  has  shown  the  need  for  additional  single  rooms 
for  the  proper  nursing  of  special  tyjies  of  cases,  e.g..  Difficult 
Labours,  Post  Eclampsia,  Heart  conditions,  Cmsarean  Section 
and  Premature  Rirths,  and  particularly  for  the  p-rovision  of 
.Ante-natal  beds. 


PREMATl^RE  INFANTS. 

Premature  infants  arc  retained  in  the  Maternity  Home 
until  their  progress  is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full 
term  pregnanev.  Thereafter  bi-wcckly  visits  are  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors.

It  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  quoted  above  tliat  the  Clinic  has  been 
in  full  use  throughout  the  year.  Sessions  are  held  bi-weekly  on 
Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  for  j)atients  seeking  admission  to  the 
Home.  In  addition  sessions  are  held  on  Monday  alternoons  by  the 
Municipal  Midwives.  On  other  weekdays  the  Physicians  of  the  IMaternal 
Care  Scheme  hold  sessions  which  are  sitecially  arranged. 

The  Clinic  is  situated  to  the  East  of  the  main  building  of  the  Home, 
from  which  it  is  entirely  separate.  The  accommodation  consists  of 
Waiting  Room  and  Sanitary  Accommodation,  Dressing  Cubicles, 
Laboratory  and  two  Consulting  Rooms.

DAY  NURSERY. 

On  the  I St  April,  1946,  the  100^  Government  Grant  for  War-time 
Nurseries  was  discontinued.  The  Day  Nursery  Committee  being  satisfied 
that  there  was  a continued  and  increasing  demand  for  existing  facilities 
very  wi.sely  decided  to  continue  the  war-time  arrangements  under 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Powers. 

The  present  Nursery  in  North  Valley  Road  accommodates  41 
children  0-5  years,  and  the  Nursery  has  been  fully  occupied  throughout 
the  year. 

Numbers  on  the  waiting  list  clearly  indicate  the  urgent  need  for 
additional  space.  In  April,  1940,  there  were  62  names  on  the  waiting 
list,  and  this  number  had  increased  to  88  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Having  regard  to  the  economic  situation  and  the  consequent  need 
for  more  women  to  enter  industry  increased  facilities  for  the  care  of 
children  in  Day  Nurseries  is  essential.  All  possible  steps  are  being  taken, 
therefore,  to  provide  increased  accommodation,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
an  extension  of  the  present  nursery  will  be  carried  out  during  1947. 

The  table  below  indicates  the  usefulness  of  the  service  and  the  need 
for  immediate  extension.

(i)  WATER. 


llie  town’s  water  sui)ply  is  obtained  from  a catchment 
area  of  780  acres  near  at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor.  It  is 
collected  from  the  Moor  from  springs  and  Laneshaw  Reser- 
voir which  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance 
Datum. 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  ixunping  plant,  was  completed 
in  1937.  The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons  per  hr. 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving 
satisfactory  Bacteriological  and  Chemical  Analysis.  97  Bact- 
eriological and  10  Chemical  Analyses  were  made  of  Filtered 
water  and  two  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of 
Raw  water. 

During  1942  Chlorination  Plant  was  installed  in  the  Lane- 
shaw Filter  House  for  treating  both  the  Low  Level  and  High 
Level  supplies. 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell’s  Mechanical  Filters, 
Candy  Filters  and  sand  filtration.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated 
at  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road.  The 
plant  and  methods  of  treatment  have  again  been  satisfactory 
during  the  year,  and  no  complaints  of  nuisance  have  been 
received. 

The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  those  areas 
where  a water  supply  is  available  and  septic  tanks  exist, 
would  be  a scheme  worthy  of  consideration,  if  the  public 
health  is  to  be  regarded. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  P>oard  is  responsible  for  the  super- 
vision and  protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area, 
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Report  luniislied  by  A.  FORTUNE,  M.S.I.A.,  Senior 

Sanitary  inspector,  uiuler  Article  27  of  the  Sanitary 
Oriicers  outside  (London)  Regulations,  1935. 

(i)  CLOSET  ACCOlMMODATlON. 

There  were  72  p-ail  closets  and  41  tanks  or  privies  still  in 
use  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  most  of  these 
instances  there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer 
available.  Conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  would 
necessitate  the  provision  of  a septic  tank,  but  due  caution 
should  be  taken  before  installations  of  these  are  carried  out, 
to  ensure  that  land  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  efiluents 
therefrom. 

The  conversion  of  27  waste  water  closets  into  fresh  water 
closets  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review. 
These  have  chiefly  been  cases  where  i)arts  and  fittings  could 
not  be  replaced.  The  Corporation  grant  of  £3  per  conversion 
has  been  continued. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  there  were  still 
approximately  3,589  waste  water  closets  within  the  Borough.

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  bins  at  the  houses  etc.,  and  is 
transported  in  Karrier  Bantam  Refuse  Collectors. 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  mainly  by  a Karrier  Motor 
Sweeper  and  collector.  Orderly  trucks  of  the  latest  type  arc 
also  used. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a Karrier  Gully  Emptier. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  a four  cell  furnace  of  the 
top-feed  type  at  the  Destructor  Works  and  by  controlled 
tipping. 

A Salvage  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1940,  and 
up  to  the  end  of  March,  1947,  4,000  tons  of  material  at  a 
value  of  £14,000  had  been  recovered  and  sold. 

Kitchen  waste  is  sold  raw  for  agricultural  use  and  is 
treated  by  the  customer  before  being  used  as  animal  food. 

A steam  disinfecting  plant  is  installed  at  the  Destructor 
Works  for  the  sterilisation  of  bedding  and  clothing,  etc. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  by  Colne  Corporation  when  re- 
quested by  the  owner.

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Fifty-seven  insix^ctiniis  were  made  to  alleged  rat  infested 
premises  by  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  technique  advised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Food  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  of  infestation. 


During  the  year  468  visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent 
Operative  to  23  infested  premises.  After  poisoning  process 
46  bodies  were  picked  up  by  the  operative  and  it  is  estimated 
650  rats  were  destroyed. 

Treatment  of  the  Public  Sewer  system  was  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Food  recommendations.  Two 
initial  and  one  maintenance  treatments  were  successfully  car- 
ried out  and  a further  maintenance  treatment  will  be  under- 
taken before  March  31st,  1947. 

The  Sewage  and  Destructor  Works  were  treated  in  con- 
junction with  the  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SPIEDS. 

Twenty-one  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  this  type 
of  moveable  dwelling. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

Tliere  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  within 
the  Borough. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  trades  carried  out  in  Colne  under  the  above  designa- 
tions are: — 

Gut  Scraper  1;  Tallow  Melter  1;  Tripe  Boiler  1;  Tanners  3; 
Fellmonger  1 ; Leather  Dressers  2. 

In  addition  there  are  16  Fried  Fish  Shops  on  the  Register. 

Thirty-seven  ins|i€Ctions  were  made  of  Offensive  Trades 
and  Marine  Stores  and  eight  inspections  to  Fried  Fish  Shops. 
Tliese  businesses  have  been  carried  on  without  complaint 
during  the  year. 
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(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Forty-seven  inspections  were  made  to  shops  relating  to 
ventilation,  temperature  and  sanitary  conveniences.  Instruc- 
tions were  given  to  10  shopkeepers  with  regard  to  their  obliga- 
tions under  the  Shops  Acts. 

A number  of  shop  temperatures  recorded  during  the  winter 
were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

.CEOSING  OF  SHOPS. — Thirty-six  general  inspections 
were  made  after  closing  hours,  and  it  was  noted  that  the 
regulations  were  being  observed. 

Under  the  powers  conferred  upon  them  by  the  Shops  Acts 
1912  to  1936,  the  Council  made  the  Order  known  as  “ The  Colne 
(Fish  and  Greengrocery  Shops)  Weekly  Half  Holiday  Order, 
1946.”

(v)  CAMPING  SITES. 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  use  of  sites  in  the 
area  for  camping  purposes. 

(vi)  SMOKE  AP.ATEMENT. 

One  Hundred  and  ninety-eight  observations  were  made 
and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  Statutory  notices. 

In  spite  of  poor  quality  coal,  and  the  burning  of  rubber 
tyres,  etc.,  during  the  extreme  shortage  of  fuel,  where 
offences  were  committed  due  regard  was  made  to  the  advice 
given  by  the  department  for  minimising  the  emission  of  dense 
smoke.  Consequently  the  necessity  for  statutory  action  did 
not  arise. 


(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
open  to  the  public  in  the  area.  The  Corporation  owns  Public 
Baths  and  Swimming  Pools,  which  were  opened  in  1909. 

They  consist  of  the  following: — 

An  Adult  Swimming  Pool,  Children’s  Swimming  Pool, 
Shower  and  Foot  Baths,  with  Dressing  Cubicles,  sanitary 
accommodation,  and  seats  for  spectators.  There  is  also  a 
series  of  medicated  baths. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Private  houses  are  inspected  and  disinfested  upon  com- 
plaint of  infestation  from  the  owner  or  occupier. 

In  cases  of  infestation  of  houses  all  wallpaper  is  stripped 
and  woodwork  removed,  prior  to  spraying  the  walls,  floors  and 
crevices  with  Zaldecide  insecticidal  fluid  twice  within  fourteen 
days.  All  defective  plasterwork  is  then  made  good. 
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TL  is  unfortunate  the  Housing  Committee  have  decidccl  to 
discontinue  the  fumigation  of  furniture  by  Hydrogen  Cyanide 
(jas.  Apparently  prospective  tenants  of  Corporation  houses 
undertake  the  removal  of  their  own  furniture,  etc.  This  in 
my  opinion  is  retrograde. 

Eight  houses  were  reported  and  dealt  with  as  outlined 
above.  Sixteen  empty  Corporation  houses  were  sprayed 
l>ri(n'  to  being  re-occupied.  In  addition  four  privately  owned 
houses  were  sprayed  to  remove  Ileas,  and  two  schools  were 
treated  for  cockroaches.

In  the  Borough,  in  addition  to  the  186  back-to-back  houses 
comprising  the  Nineveh  Area,  and  205  back-to-back  and  66 
single  type  houses  requiring  attention  under  the  Housing  Act, 
there  are  a larger  number  of  houses  falling  into  disrepair  due, 
to  some  extent,  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials.  Some 
owners,  however,  are  prepared  to  take  advantage  of  the  short- 
age of  materials,  and  unless  serious  attention  is  given  by 
such  owners  to  the  proper  upkeep  of  their  property,  Section 
II  of  the  Housing  Act  will  have  to  be  brought  into  operation.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OE  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

Fifty-nine  inspections  were  made  of  the  milk  producing 
farms  within  the  Borough  in  addition  to  frequent  visits  to 
milkshops  and  dairies. 

During  the  year  three  informal  and  three  statutory  notices 
have  been  served  relating  to  insanitary  cowsheds. 


Two  owners  have  undertaken  (voluntarily)  structural  im- 
provements to  their  farm  buildings,  including  provision  of  new 
floors,  rendering  of  walls  and  provision  of  additional  light. 


Many  farmers  who  formerly  manufactured  butter  have 
obtained  contracts  to  dispose  of  their  milk  wholesale ; in  some 
cases  alterations  to  the  shippons  will  be  needed  to  enable  a 
clean  milk  to  be  produced.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

I.  One  hundred  and  ninety-five  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  noti- 
fied during  the  year,  136  of  these  being  Measles  and  14  Whooping 
Cough,  which  were  notifiable  throughout  the  year.  16  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  were  notified,  these  being  of  a mild  type  generally.  There  were  4 
cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  but  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  two  cases. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  issued  as  required  to  general  practitioners  in 
the  area.  Stocks  are  available  at  the  Health  Department  and  the  Police 
Station. 

.Smallpox. — The  Vaccinated  population  in  Colne  is  far  too  low.  It 
invites  a serious  state  of  affairs  should  an  epidemic  break  out.  I strongly 
recommend  parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  as  early  as  possible 
after  birth.
